N.B.—An asterisk * is appended to first record for the County. 
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The advent of peace hag not at once produced, as some vainly 
hoped, a complete respite from public cares and anxieties, and the 
world, now seething with general unrest, does not yet offer many oppor- 
tunities for quiet and contemplative studies. We must therefore be 
grateful at present for any material we can receive for our records, To 
Mr. H. E. Forrest and Mr. George Potts our thanks this year are chiefly 
due, and likewise to Mr. W. B. Allen. We must hope that the Club may 
soon produce new enthusiasts,—such as was the late Captain Gilbert 
Johnson,—to stimulate us for future efforts to render the Botanical 
Survey of Shropshire more complete. Large tracts still remain un- 
explored. British Critical Botany has sustained this past year a severe 
and almost unexampled loss in the passing away of the Rev. Edward S. 
Marshall, till lately Rector of West Monkton, Taunton, Somerset, under 
most sad circumstances. His knowledge of the more difficult genera 
of Plants was profound, and he was always ready to impart it to others. 
I made a point of frequently consulting him in such cases as the 
numerous hybrids of the Willow Herbs (Epilobium), the Birches (Betuia) 
and other groups of which he had made a special study, His Herbarium 
is, I believe, left to the University of Cambridge,

possesses a burr-like spiny fruiting calyx, which is the 
source of great trouble to sheep farmers in the Colonies, 
by the fruits getting inextricably entangled in wool. 
It forms compact sheets.on the ground, and is nearly 
allied to our native Salad Burnet( Potevium Sanguisorba 
L.). Recently it made its appearance in cultivated 
ground near the river at Meole, but a subsequent 
tempestuous flood covered the spot with mud, till I 
fear it was quite destroyed. A full account is given 
of it by Druce ‘‘ Adventive Flora of Tweedside, 1919,” 
p. 66., it is being firmly established in great quantity 
near Melrose, Galashiels and Dryburgh, Co, Peebles.

ARCHAOLOGY 
7 : . 
During the past year about a dozen further examples of the 
supposel prehistoric cooking-places, to which attention was called 
in the Transactions for 1915 (p. 142), have been discovered at several 
places in the district lying between Shrewsbury and Newport, especially 
near Kinnersley, where they are situated along the margins of the peat- 
moors. One of the mounds of burnt and broken pebbles (the discarded 
pot-boilers from the cooking-place) measures about -90 feet in diameter. 


No fresh light has been thrown upon their age and purpose. — 
: (Cantyill.} 


The removal of a shed at the Austin Friars has brought to light 
some details of the building which had been hitherto concealed, During 
alterations to Messrs. Boots’ premises on Pride Hill two carved stones 
from the head of a I4th century doorway were found, but it is doubtful 
whether they were in any sense in situ. 


_ An early doorway in Vaughan’s Mansion has been brought to 
light during recent restoration: It dates from about 1300, so belongs 
to the original mansion built by Sir Thomas Vaughan. ‘It was partly 
covered by the timber screen which—with the stone-mullioned windows 
and hammer-beam roof-—-were probably inserted about 1500 by 
William Mytton.

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ZOOLOGY. 


Perhaps the most interesting occurence of the year 1919 was 
the breeding of a paix of Pied Flycatchers at Church Stretton, where 
a brood was reared in a nesting box ina garden. I have long suspected 
that the Golden Plouer nested on the Welsh border of Shropshire, 
and Mr. J. H. Owen informs me that he found a nest on the Race-course 
Hill, Oswestry, in 1914. The Long-tailed Tit has partially recovered 
from the declination it suffered in 1917, but the Gold crest is still very 
much below ‘usual numbers, Some of our winter visitors were re- 
markably numerous—notably the Fieldfare, Redwing, Brambling 
and Siskin. The Little Owl has still further increased as a breeding 
species, and one was obtained in Montgomershire—first record for 
that county. Of the rarer birds locally mention may be made of a 
Hoopoe obtained near Wem, Bartailed Godwits at Clun ; Hobby seen 
at Dowles ; Green Sandpiper at Ludlow, Cressage, and Craven Arms ; 
and a male [Harrier (species doubtful) at Shrewsbury. _ From North 
Wales we have records in Anglesey of the American Blue-winged 
Teal, Night Heron, and Buzzard—the latter, though common in other 
parts of Wales being very rare in the island county. Adult male and 
female Goosanders were obtained at Meifod, Montgomeryshire while the 
Woodlark was found in three localities near Newtown_in the same 
county, Several Velvet Scoters and a large party of Richardson’s Skuas 
were seen fromthe Orme’s Head, and it seemsevident that thelast-named 
species is fairly common in the district. Nightingales were remarkably 
numerous in Shropshire this year and ranged much further than usual 
N.W, one taking up quarters at Middletown exactly on the borders 
of Montgomeryshire and Shropshire. A bird which was believed to be 
a Marsh Warbler was heard and seen by Marbury Mere on.the Cheshire 
border, This species has never before been identified in the district. 
‘Amongst Mammals we have records of the Whiskered Bat at Bridg- 
north, Marten at Barmouth, and Polecat at Carnarvon, The Natter- 
jack Toad was found near Bangor, some twenty miles further west 
than it had been previously recorded.

It is to be regretted that there is no- great improvement in the 
number of records sent in for Entomology during the past season. 
A few, from the faithful, are to hand, but in a Society of so many 
members we should naturally look for greater interest and some new 
enthusiasts among the younger members who would be able to continue 


the work that has been so successfully carried out in the past, especially 
by Mr. Potts, Mr, Melvill and the Messrs, H. and M Pendlebury. 


With one exception and that a welcome one by Mr. A. J. Barnes, 
the only records received are. from Mr, Melvill, Mr. Potts, Mr. Forrest, 
Dr. Sankey, Mr, Elliott and Mr, Ingrams. 


As regards variations in different species observed for last 
season the Green Hair Streak {Thecla rubi) appears to have been plenti- 
ful for the first time at Dowlas, and the small Pearl-bordered Fritillary 
generally, whereas, the Comma was unusually scarce considering its 
great abundance in 1917 & 1918, 


We must accord a welcome to Mr. A. J. Barnes who is an en- 
thusiast.
